As I indicated during the earlier 
iteration of this proposal, I 
have serious reservations about 
our relinquishing responsibility 
for providing the DCI membership 
on NDPC, I recognize that the 
principal input from the Agency 
in NDPC matters comes from NFAC 
and that both the DDO and DDS&T 
have significant equities in 
NDPC discussions. Fundamentally, 
I believe that all four 
Directorates have a piece of 

the action. My reservations 

are based on a feeling, hard 

to define, that NFAC is "making 

a play" on this issue and that 
recent experience in coordinating 
NDPC matters within the Agency 
has shown a certain lack of 
polish in the manner NFAC has 
addressed NDPC issues. While not 
quarreling with the argument 
made in the attached, I hate to 
take a chance on disturbing an 
equilibrium that for the past 
three years at least has served 
the NDPC, the Agency, and the 

DCI extremely well. 


Furthermore, I am troubled by the 
idea of making such a significant 
transfer of functional responsi- 
bility through a bilateral 
NFAC/DDA agreement; at the very 
least the issue should be raised 
at the EAG level and the final 
decision made by the DDCI or 

the DCI himself. 
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
